N° one visiting the Exhibition of Architecture 

at Poplar can avoid seeing the slum areas 
which stretch for miles in every direction on all sides 
of this small oasis. 


As everyone knows, this part of London was the 
target of enemy bombers on many occasions during 
the war which has left it with innumerable scars, 
many of which remain untouched to this day. These 
depressing areas, still littered with debris have been 
left derelict until the time comes when their various 
owners can rebuild. 


Year after year has passed and these plots have 
been put to no use, although they are part of a con- 
gested area, densely populated, with few parks or 
playing fields. 


The answer to the question why don’t you clean 
these sites up so that they can be used for children’s 
games, or youths’ cricket and football pitches has been 
that the land was privately owned and that local 
authorities could not commandeer them for even a 
temporary and socially desirable use without paying 
compensation to the legal owner. So stalemate, 


while the newspapers continue to report cases of 


hooliganism on a growing scale to which the only 
dreary solution has been the magistrates’ courts and 
Borstal schools. 


To anyone with the imagination to visualize these 
dumps changed by a combination of professional and 
volunteer skill and labour into simple but adequate

open spaces where stump cricket could be played, or 
a football kicked at a goal, or alternatively, as pleasant 
grassed plots where local work people could sit out 
in at lunch time, this paralysis is quite unjustifiable. 


Not everyone is prepared to accept this negative 
situation without protest. Councillor Edgar Hiley, 
M.B.E., Hon. Appeal Organizer of the Warwickshire 
Playing Fields Association speaking at a dinner in 
Birmingham in reply to an important person, who 
had said that there was no room in that city for more 
playing fields replied “ All I know is that there are 
far too many children playing in the streets to their 
danger, and that the simple process of bulldozing 
the many bombed sites in the city centre would 
relieve motorists and the Health Department, 
not to mention mothers, of a great anxiety.” 


The idea of Councillor Hiley’s, we are glad to say, 
caught on, and the present Lord Mayor of Birming- 
ham is trying to further it. 


It has been suggested that the city surveyors get 
in touch with building owners to obtain their permis- 
sion to make use of their sites, which in any case are 
used as playgrounds in their present unsatisfactory 
condition—auntil the time comes for rebuilding. 


In the last resort, legal powers exist in the hands of 
authorities to overcome the opposition of non- 
co-operative owners. It should not be necessary to 
invoke these, for what reasonable person can wish to 
see children playing in dirty and dangerous rubbish 
dumps ?

Of course children do like playing in the streets 
close at hand. When the sudden hunger that over- 
takes the young is felt, they like to rush in to their 
homes for food. Also the clean hard surfaces of roads 
are admirable for ball games. 

So, too, can the blitz sites become, forming safe, 
adequate substitutes for the dangerous traffic roads 
now used. 

But what of the cost, the last and toughest defence 
of the diehard opposition, who never stop to think 
how much money is spent on the regeneration of 
young criminals. 

Councillor Hiley has suggested a scheme to save 
money from public funds whereby the neighbouring 
works (most of the sites abut works and factories) 
might “adopt” the playgrounds, taking up collections

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from their employees and contributing themselves 
to the various funds, and some of their employees 
would probably be available to supervise games. 
The scheme, says Councillor Hiley, would then 
operate very largely on the lines of voluntary youth 
clubs, except that they would be out of doors, and 
like the youth clubs would receive assistance from 
public funds if they wanted it.

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Architectural 
Exhibitions 

Two Architectural Exhibitions were 
opened to the public during the first 
days of this month. 

The Festival Year Architectural Ex- 
hibition organized by the Northants 
Branch of the Northamptonshire, Bed- 
fordshire and Huntingdonshire Asso- 
ciation of Architects was opened at 
County Hall, Northampton, on 
August 4. The second exhibition, 
which was opened on August 7 at the 
Town Hall, Croydon, is a touring 
exhibition sponsored by the Institute 
of Registered Architects. 

At Northants, the Council Chamber, 
County Hall, had been adapted to take 
a remarkable amount of material 
arranged in avenues formed naturally 
by the semi-circular tiers of seats, 

Students’ drawings from the local 
School of Art were used to illustrate 
the training of the architect. A large 
quantity of building materials and fit- 
tings were on view as well as project 
drawings, plans, models and photo- 
graphs of work by the Borough and 
County Architects and Northants firms 
in private practice. 

The exhibition was opened by Mr. 
H. T. Cadbury Brown. Speakers 
included the Mayor of Northants, 
Councillor Frank Lee, Alderman 
Hewitt Marlow, M.C., Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, Northamptonshire 
County Council, and Mr. J. L. 
Womersly, the Borough Architect and 
Chairman of the Northants Branch of 
the Architects Association referred to. 

At Croydon the exhibition was 
opened by the Mayor, Alderman 
Leonard A. Aston, J.P., to whom a vote 
of thanks was passed by the President 
of the Institute of Registered Archi- 
tects, Mr. Clifford F. Wilson. 

This exhibition is a gallant attempt 
by the Institute to bring the work of 
the architect to the notice of the general 
public by showing plans, drawings, 
models and photographs of the variety 
of work the architect is called upon to 
carry out. Much of the material at 
Croydon is supplied by local architects 
and consequently has local appeal. The 
remainder will travel on to the next 
place of showing—Lambeth Town 
Hall, commencing on August 20, where 
again work of local interest will supple- 
ment the main exhibition.

West Sussex Plan 
Southern Section 


The development plan for the 
southern part of West Sussex was 
approved by the County Council at its 
meeting on the 27th July, 1951. The 
plan has been prepared by the County 
Planning Officer (Mr. J. G. Jefferson) 
and covers an area of 155,333 acres, 
providing for a population ‘of 298,700 
in 1971, which represents an increase 
of roughly 76,000 over the existing 
population. 

Of the major road proposals the most 
important is an east-west trunk road 
to replace A27 from Worthing to 
Chichester, passing immediately to the 
north of Littlehampton or Bognor 
Regis, involving a new bridge over the 
Arun. Farther east an improvement 
to the. existing route will be a new 
bridge over both the Adur and the rail- 
way line to replace the existing toll 
bridge. Other major road schemes in- 
clude by-passes to five villages and 
numerous road diversions. 

Of the road improvéments included 
in the various town maps perhaps the 
most important are the new bridge and 
central area scheme in Littlehampton 
and the three new bridges over the rail- 
way at Worthing. 

Of the towns for which maps have 
been prepared the two most interesting 
are perhaps Chichester and Worthing. 

The County Council’s plan differs 
slightly from that prepared by Dr. 
Thomas Sharp (“Georgian City”), 
first, in the estimate of the popula- 
tion to be accommodated, secondly, 
in the omission of a northern 
by-pass, and thirdly, in the detailed 
treatment of the inner ring road pro- 
posals. 

The plan for Worthing does not in- 
clude any extensive areas of compre- 
hensive development. The major 
problem has been the estimate of the 
probable requirements of the immi- 
grant population heving regard to the 
need to conserve valuable agricultural 
land. The proposals envisage an in- 
crease in population from about 68,000 
at the present time to 85,000 in 1971. 


New Town Progress 

A few weeks ago misleading state- 
ments appeared in some national daily 
newspapers stating that not enough 
people could be found who were will- 
ing to come to live and work in Hemel 
Hempstead new town, and not enough 
industry could be attracted. 

The facts are that about 10,000 
people from Acton, Willesden, Harrow, 
Hendon and Wembley (the boroughs at 
present “linked” wth the Hemel 
Hempstead new town project) have 
already indicated that they are willing 
and eager to come to Hemel Hemp- 
stead. 

Six factories are building or built 
with a total floor area of 300,000 sq ft 
with a total immediate employment 
potential of 1,700, likely to rise to 2,500.

of all the theses exhibited is truly re- 
markable. These number some 
twenty-five, and since a thesis is the 
climax of a student’s school career 
the largest part of the exhibition is 
quite rightly taken up with these com- 
prehensive exercises in the solution 
and presentation of specific building 
problems. Even so, it appears that 
only about half of each student’s 
thesis is shown. Moreover, over 
sixty students graduated from the 
Liverpool School this year. So, 
despite the large and seemingly com- 
prehensive nature of the show, it will 
be appreciated that what we see is a 
mere skimming of the vast amount of 
work produced in the School this 
session. 

An exhibition of drawings and 
models cannot give much idea of the 
content of lecture courses, but at least 
it is possible to see from the working 
drawings that the students attain a 
thorough grasp of constructional 
problems. Each of’ the five large 
studios devoted to the exhibition is 
provided with a leavening of working 
drawings and, when one compares 
these with the project drawings 
alongside, one can understand how

close is the association of design and 
construction in the course. One of 
the most lasting memories is of the 
delightful studies in colour of the fur- 
nishings and interior treatment of the 
buildings depicted. Competence in 
this sphere is evidently cultivated 
throughout the course, for even the 
Ist Year has some colour sheets to 
show us, while the 3rd Year students 
blossom out with some elegant de- 
signs for Barbers’ Shops and Music 
Stores. 

One laudable characteristic of the 
studio programmes appears to be the 
attempt to provide actual sites which 
the students can examine thoroughly 
prior to developing their schemes 
Such a site, a blitzed area in a Liver- 
pool suburb, formed the setting for 
one of the most ambitious and suc- 
cessful 3rd Year programmes—the 
design of a Residential Unit for 
twenty persons, with ancillary social 
accommodation including a _ small 
plunge pool. The seven projects 
exhibited achieve a remarkably high 
standard. 

Yet another sphere, that of town 
planning, is first introduced in 2nd 
Year, which contributes a Housing

Group for Quarry Workers, while 4th 
Year students really get to grips with 
the most difficult problems entailed 
in the re-development of a portion of 
Liverpool’s Central City Area. One 
need not wonder why, with such an 
introduction, so many students on 
graduating proceed to the Depart- 
ment of Civic Design. 

The practising architect leaves an 
Exhibition such as this, so finely 
—— under the direction of Mr. 
E. F. Cole, Senior Lecturer, 
dines by the perfection of the 
schemes, but exhilarated by the ob- 
vious enthusiasm of the students. 
Before the war the criticism was 
sometimes voiced that the schools 
had a bias towards traditionalism, and 
that their teaching and particularly 
their studio programmes were 
divorced from reality. This Exhibi- 
tion puts paid to such an accusation, 
at least as far as the Liverpool School 
is concerned—but there is one 
divorce from reality, of course—there 
is an assumption that all is well with 
England and the world.

The building, constructed on 
sloping ground, has two stories 
on one side and four on the other 
with the main entrance at the 
upper ground floor level. The 
experimental factory for silk 
cellulose, upper part of the cellu- 
lose factory and lobby and cloak- 
rooms are situated here, while 
the lower ground floor contains 
the lower part of the cellulose 
factory and storerooms. A flight 
of stairs leads from the lobby to 
the great hall, extending through 
the two upper floors, and is sur- 
rounded on three sides by labora- 
tories, with office, library and 
lunchroom on the fourth. 

Outer load-bearing walls are 
of brick with reinforced con- 
crete columns round the central 
hall. Walls between the columns 
are formed with cavities con- 
taining all piping and wiring. 
The cavity between reinforced 
concrete bearing slabs on the 
underside of floors and the 
wooden flooring is also used for 
piping and wiring. 

To keep laboratory walls free 
heating is in two parts : one for 
the two lower stories with ordin- 
ary radiators and one for the 
two upper stories with ‘‘Crittall"’ 
heating pipes in the ceiling. 

The walls are 
red brick. Stucco is painted grey-yellow and 
the doors brick red. The flooring is rubber.

Laboratory Design 


(National Research Council U.S.A. 
Report on Design, Construction and 
Equipment of Laboratories.) Edited 
by H. S. Coleman. Reinhold Pub- 
lishing Corporation, New York. 
Price 12 dollars. (Chapman & Hall, 
price £4 16s.) 


[N 1924 a National Research Council 
Committee on the Construction and 
Equipment of Chemical Laboratories 
was formed in the U.S.A., and after con- 
siderable research their report which 
was largely concerned with teaching 
laboratories, was published in 1930. The 
committee was reappointed on a year-to- 
year basis, and temporarily disbanded 
in 1943, but in 1947 it was reconstituted 
and given the task of preparing a new 
and up-to-date report to replace the 1930 
publication which was then out of print. 
Laboratory Design is the result of this 
commission, and the contents have been 
‘contributed by leading technical and 
scientific specialists. 

In his introduction, Architect, Roland 
Wank points out that “ There may have 
been a time when wars were won on the 
playing fields of Eton, but today survival 
itself depends on the work of labora- 
tories—either in war or in the normal 
activities of industry and commerce.” 
This appreciation of the importance of 
the laboratory in modern life is signifi- 


cant, for it is true to say that the health- 


and welfare of millions is to a large ex- 
tent dependent on the work of the 
scientist in his laboratory. On the debit 
side the scientist has produced the atom 
bomb, but to his credit can be placed 
such life saving discoveries as Penicillin, 
the Sulphonamide drugs, and a multi- 
tude of others which make life safer and 
happier for multitudes of people all over 
the world. The experiments leading to 
these vital discoveries were carried out 
in an architect-made environment, a 
laboratory, which mentally affected for 
good or ill the speed and quality of the 
scientists work. May be in other condi- 
tions perfection might have been 
reached earlier, or postponed, advancing 
or retarding the saving of life or relief of 
suffering. 

* The more closely the architect 
studies the requirements of the scientist 
in his laboratory the more exactly can 
he translate them into a structural and 
functional unit and so play an import- 
ant part in this work of scientific dis- 
covery. This book will help the 
architect in many ways, for here the 
scientists have set out their problems and 
some suggestions for their solution. Of 
the many laboratory buildings built in 
the past, few have adequately fulfilled 
the functions required of them, and 
although they have often presented 
monumental external appearance, their 
inadequate planning and ill-considered 
internal arrangements have often 
hampered the activities of the scientist 
working within. This state of affairs 


has arisen partly because few architects 
have made a careful study of the needs 
of the laboratory user, and partly 
because research workers often find it 
difficult to give a clear picture of their 
requirements or approach their labora- 
tory planning problems with the same 
open mind they bring to their scientific 
preblems. Design for scientific re- 
search requires a scientific approach, a 
rejection of preconceived ideas, and 2 
close co-operation between Linnie 
and architect. 

In spite of the importance of the sub- 
ject little published material is available 
on laboratory design, and most of the 
books that are available in English are 
largely out of date ; for this reason the 
National Research Council’s publication 
is doubly welcome. 

The book consists of four main sec- 
tions with the introduction by Roland 
Wank which states clearly and concisely 
the role of the architect and the 
importance of early and complete 
collaboration between designer and 
scientist. He rightly emphasizes the fact 
that the architect is not merely con- 
cerned with the appearance or even 
the fabric of the building, but with 
every detail of the laboratory building, 
“from site selection to the last shut- 
off valve.” 

Part one of the Report deals with 
interior construction materials suitable 
for laboratory use, from walls to paints; 
laboratory furniture and fittings; 
plumbing and services; laboratory 
lighting; electric power; laboratory 
ventilation, and safety precautions. Part 
two deals with the special problems of 
teaching laboratories, from site selection 
to interior arrangements, and devotes 
separate chapters to each of the various 
types of teaching laboratory in general 
use. Part three is concerned with 
industrial laboratories for a wide range 
of industries, and examines the special 
problems of industrial research units, 
analytical control laboratories, biologi- 
cal laboratories and animal rooms, and 
pilot plant units. Chapter seven of Part 
three deals with design of laboratories 
for the safe handling of radio-active 
materials. The fourth and final part of 
the book is devoted to concise descrip- 
tions of twelve recent American 
laboratory buildings, illustrated with 
drawings and photographs, and contri- 
buted by scientists connected with 
them. 

The 389 pages of this Report provide 
an immense collection of information 
for architects and others concerned 
with laboratory design, and an 
excellent selected bibliography gives 
further sources of information on more 
detailed and specialized subjects. Over 
300 photographs and line drawings are 
included in the book ; the photographs 
are excellent but the drawings leave 
considerable room for improvement; 
for example, plans are in many cases 
presented in a crude diagrammatic 
manner omitting essential information 
and so detracting from their value. The 
least satisfactory section is Part four,

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the reviews of recent laboratory build- 
ings, for in the majority of cases the 
architecture is lacking in imagination, 
clumsy and badly detailed. Three 
notable exceptions are the Reed College 
Laboratory, Architect Pietro Belluschi ; 
the Drake University Laboratory, 
Architect Saarinen; and the Illinois 
Institute of Technology, Architect Mies 
van de Rohe. These buildings are 
obviously the result of close collabora- 
tion between architect and client and 
in each case their efficient working is 
reflected in their appearance, and is 
generously praised by their users in the 
accompanying descriptions 

There is still much to be written on 
the subject of the architecture of 
research buildings but Laboratory 
Design will fill a long felt need of many 
architects and scientists concerned with 
laboratory design, and to them it can be 
strongly recommended. Unfortunately

Chatsworth, A Short History 
By Francis Thompson; Country 
Life, London, 1951. 9s 6d net. 


HIS book is a short version of the 

author’s major work, A History of 
Chatsworth, and the author is the 
Librarian to the Duke of Devonshire at 
Chatsworth (since 1921); there can be 
no doubt, therefore that the present 
work will become the standard and 
authoritative popular reference for this 
great House. 

The Short History is designed in the 
form of a guide for a tour of the house 
and its gardens, for those who while 
interested in the historical perspective 
of what they see are, at the same time, 
not those who can find time or wish to 
study its incomparable contents in 
detail. 

The book is well illustrated with 
photographs of the existing buildings, 
but what is more important it contains 
reproductions of engravings or paint- 
ings contemporary with the many 
stages of the development of the house. 


It all started with the first building of 
Sir William Cavendish and his inde- 
fatigable wife, Lady Elizabeth—* Bess 
of Hardwick,” in 1553. 

Subsequently it would seem so many 
of the greater names in English archi- 
tecture are found to be associated with 
the many alterations and additions to 
the fabric—Lord Burlington, “Capa- 
bility” Brown, Colin Cambell, William 
Kent, James Paine, William Talman, 
Wyatville—together with many artists 
from home and abroad, that only peru- 
sal of the book can give any idea of the 
complex story. 

It is, at the same time, strange that 
in spite of all this complicated building 
and rebuilding, the house remains so 
much the same in general mass, even 
though practically nothing of the earlier 
work can now be seen on the surface. 


That the venture of establishing a great 
house in a location so out of the way 
was one which shocked contemporaries 
is well shown by Defoe, who while 
puzzled by Chatsworth being classed 
as one of the “wonders of the Peak,” 
suggested it must be because it was a 
w onder for such a house to be built in 
such a “houling wilderness.” Opinions 
have greatly changed regarding the re- 
lationship of a great house and estate to 
its surroundings and to its setting in the 
landscape. 

A curious omission from the book is 
a definite geographical location of 
Chatsworth. The town of Bakewell 
some three miles away) or the larger 
near-by towns of Buxton or Matlock 
are not even mentioned. For foreigners 
or for the less well-informed but in- 
terested colonial or English visitor this 
is rather a serious gap in an historical 
guide. The journeys of Celia Fiennes 
are quoted in the book, but the refer- 
ence given is to the abbreviated edition 
by Mrs. Griffiths (1888); the 17th 
century diary was published (for the 
first time in its entirety) in 1947, under 
the editorship of Christopher Morris. 

As an authoritative handbook this is 
to be greatly recommended for all who 
would know more of one of our great 
historical country houses, one of those 
that still remains in private hands.

By Nikolaus Pevsner. The Build- 
ings of Britain Series, Penguin Books, 
Harmondsworth; 1951. 3s 6d net. 


HIS book is the first instalment of a 
new venture by Penguin Books; the 
series is to cover, when complete, all 
the counties of England. 
The proof of the worth and useful- 
ness of such books depends on their 
general standard, both of completeness 


and quality. What is so to be deplored 
is that this type of publication so often, 
after the production of a number of 
items, ceases and remains unfinished; 
perhaps through no fault of the pro- 
moters but because a war intervenes, 
authors do not complete their work, 
fashion changes and the public demand 
is dimmed, or a rival publication 
appears—sometimes a foreign one. 

If the quality and standard of this 
first volume are sustained through sub- 
sequent additions to the series (Not- 
tinghamshire is reviewed below and 
Middlesex and London are to follow 
later in this year) then there would 
seem to be no real reason to fear future 
failure. For the Cornish volume is a 
real handbook to the Duchy. When 
once the short, pithy and often abbre- 
viated and be-ciphered methods are 
accepted, then its worth is fully 
evident 

There are some ninety photographic 
illustrations of buildings and their 
decorative details together with a few 
others to give “ background” scenery; 
although some of the ——— are 
rather old and some could be bettered, 
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the choice is on the whole representa- 
tive and useful as a reinforcement for 
the alphabetically arranged text. A 
small (too small) map is included as a 
geographical index. 

The author disarms much criticism 
by his open appeal to any user of the 

to point out errors or omissions. 
To test it out thoroughly the book must 
be carried in the pocket or the rucksack 
around the county itself, but it would 
seem, on the desk, to have remarkably 
few errors and there should be little 
complaint at the mass of information it 
contains. 

A slight suspicion arises that the key 
letters “GR” (indicating information 
from Mr. Goodhart-Rendel) have been 
omitted from the text in a number of 
places. Biographical references might 
be expanded; Hencken is misquoted (p. 
76); Acton Castle is described as “ only 
three bays wide”—it is difficult to 
know quite what this means; the Halli- 
gye Fogou is on the Trelowarren estate 
(the text omits to say so) and the 
Grugith megalith is not marked on the 
map (it is a little difficult to find even 
on the actual site), and this applies to 
some other places mentioned in the 
text. Could not the map references be 
included in the text as well as printed 
in the index? 

A glossary is added; while its text is 
sound enough its small text illustrations 
are not. Especially, for example those 
concerned with the classic orders (in- 
correct), with “pendentif” (unclear), 
“tracery” (incomplete), “ buttresses” 
(inaccurate details of the several com- 
mon parts of church towers—see the 
photographs). These things should be 
revised if this glossary section is to be 
included in other volumes of the series. 

Any criticisms, however, can only be 
of detail; the general idea of this series 
is an excellent one and its first repre- 
sentative on the Duchy of Cornwall is 
a worthy introduction. It should be 
bought by all who wish to know more 
about the monuments of the region 
than can be got in any other existing 
general guide. Continuation of the 
series to cover the rest of the country 
is a prospect pleasurable in anticipation.

Nottinghamshire 


By Dr. N. Pevsner.

Penguin Books. 


HIS is the second volume in the 
series now being published by the 
Penguin Books. The intention is to 
produce one volume for each county 
of England. The aim of the publishers 
would appear to be, judging from this 
volume, to present, as far »s practic- 
ab’: within the size of the volume, full 
particulars of the architectural features 
of all ecclesiastical, public and 
domestic buildings of interest in each 
town and village within the county 
concerned. The particulars also in- 
clude such details as church furnish- 
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ings, including plate and other artistic 
treasures. 

There are two ways of dealing with 
the architecture of a county: either by 
places or by subjects. To the architect 
I have no doubt that subjects would 
find preference, but to the layman, and 
I hope that this publication may find 
its way into the hands of the lay public, 
the method chosen—namely, by places 
—is to be preferred. To try to meet 
these alternative methods a general 
architectural introduction deals with 
the architectural history of the county. 

In addition, there are 64 pages of 
illustrations, rather overweighted, to 
my mind, with church monuments. I 
would have preferred to see these 
latter reduced and in their place addi- 
tional domestic and secular architec- 
ture illustrated. 

Whilst I have only a nodding 
acquaintance with Nottinghamshire, I 
feel that it is rather unfair to our 
present-day architects, who have 
carried out some fine works within the 
county, to state that “ first-rate modern 
architecture exists in only one place so 
far: at Beeston, where Sir Owen 
Williams built factories for Boots.” I 
presume it all depends on one’s inter- 
pretation of the word modern. In the 
text, however, mention is made of the 
works of living architects where they 
are worthy of note. 

A glossary is added as an appendix, 
which should be of value to layman 
and architect alike. How easy it is, 
once you have forgotten your exams 
on history of architecture, to forget the 
various terms. I found myself refer- 


ring on numerous occasions to the 


glossary. 

These volumes should do much to 
bring before the lay public an appre- 
ciation of the architecture of our 
counties. M. E. 


English Cathedrals 


A Reader’s Guide, by John Harvey, 
Cambridge, for the National Book 
League. Is. 





HIS is in effect a useful and com- 
paratively full bibliography of the 
best antiquarian and modern literature 
available on the English Cathedrals, with 
short historical survey of the process by 
which such literature came into being. 
Within the limits of its particular ap- 
proach there seem to be very few 
significant omissions, though the pioneer 
author Rawlinson did cover Hereford in 
1717 as well as Rochester, Salisbury and 
Bath. But it is a pity that the authors 
have not drawn attention to the works 
of such bodies as county archaeological 
societies, the Royal Commission on 
Historic Monuments for cathedrals like 
Hereford that they have by now covered 
and, for St. Paul’s, of the Wren Society. 
The Victoria County Histories are also 
important for some cities like Worcester 
and Winchester. Another point that 
makes this excellent and much-needed 
compendium less useful than it might 
be from the architect’s point of view is 
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that its compilers have made the (archi- 
tecturally) false distinction between 
buildings that happen to _ possess 
cathedral status and other complete 
specimens of the “Greater Church” 
that do not. Another page’s worth to 
cover such places as Beverley, Selby, 
Westminster, Tewkesbury, Romsey 
and Sherborne would have been well 
worth the paper.

English Romanesque 
Sculpture, 1066-1140 


By George Zarnecki. Alec Tiranti 
7s. 6d. 


NGLISH Romanesque sculpture 

is seldom found in isolation, in 
separate statues for instance, but nearly 
always as the integral part of an 
architectural composition; in many 
cases it comes as the main component of 
so structural a member as a capital or 
door jamb. Students have, as a rule, 
been better served with books on the 
main design of the Norman buildings 
themselves than with detailed studies of 
these essential details. The publishers 
of this little book are to be congratulated 
on the production of so well illustrated a 
work at so reasonable a price ; one hopes 
that they will follow it by similarly con- 
ceived works on the sculpture of the 
better-known Gothic period. 

Dr. Zarnecki’s book would, however, 
be far better and truer to our art history 
if it covered not merely the first 74 years 
of the Norman kings but the whole 
extent of Anglo-Normzn, or Roman- 
esque sculptural art in this country. He 
wisely refers to the pre-1066 origins of 
our “Norman” sculpture (his scope 
being figure sculpture and not tooled 
ornamentation such as chevron, billet, 
or cable moulding), and he has some 
perceptive matter on such features as 
sculptured capitals, corbels, and tym- 
pana, while the illustrations make up in 
part for the somewhat sparse written 
material on fonts. Being thoroughly 
familiar with other currents of Euro- 
pean art, then as at no other medizval 
period important for the growth of 
church art in England, his account of 
some of the sources for English Roman- 
esque sculpture is a valuable corrective 
to any leanings we may still have to- 
wards artistic insularity. It is also as 
well to realize how comparatively crude 
and primitive was our 11th- and 12th- 
century sculpture beside that of, say, 
Languedoc which was so much nearer 
the classic fountainhead. 

Where Dr. Zarnecki seems, however, 
to have sadly lessened the value of his 
book is in his somewhat arbitrary 
terminus ad quem of 1140. Admittedly 
the dating of English Romanesque work 
is extremely hard, and he has included 
pictures of carving like that of the Ely 
doorway which such an authority as the 
late Sir Alfred Clapham placed much 
later in the century. But the trouble 
here lies in part in a historical misunder- 
standing. It is unsafe to put the 


“anarchy under Stephen” as a dividing 
line in the artistic progress made in this 
country. The anarchy itself is often 
overrated, and there were districts such 
as the S.E. counties and areas in the 
West which were securely held by one 
side or anothér, and the Peterborough 
hysterics of the Anglo-Saxon chronicle 
have too often been taken as applying to 
the country as a whole. It was exactly 
in those peaceful areas that artistic 
activity was in the least risk of a per- 
manent break, and it was here that later 
decades of the 12th century saw the 
completion of much specially excellent 
work. The truth is that the best of our 
Romanesque sculpture was only begin- 
ning by the middle of the 12th century, 
and a book that omits reference to work 
like that at Barfreston and Malmesbury, 
the beakheads at Elkstone and elsewhere 
in Gloucestershire, the important Here- 
fordshire school and some carving in 
Yorkshire that seems to fall later than 
its chosen date of 1140, has allowed itself 
a severe and gratuitous mutilation

Estimating for Building and 
Civil Engineering Works 
By Spence Geddes, E.S. Diplomate, 


R.T.C.—Glasgow. George Newnes 
Limited, Strand, W.C.2. 63s 


HIS author has 

himself with this subject in a 
previous work which reached its 
second edition in 1948; the new work, 
however, while it contains much of the 
information given by the foregoing has 
been subjected to certain revisions and 
regrouping and vast amplification in 
order to incorporate within its covers 
all the necessary informative facts to 
make it reasonably comprehensive, 
without clogging it with matters of no 
weight or consequence. The book is 
of general application to all concerned 
with the organization and cost of 
building and civil engineering work, 
either professionally or practically. The 
author has for many years been 
intimately associated with the problems 
and difficulties inherent in such under- 
takings, and during that period by 
personal observation has recorded and 
set down the average cost of various 
works for tendering purposes ; reduced 
them to a standard unit, and tabulated 
the results. The standard unit of 
measurement into which these ex- 
periences have as a general rule been 
crystallized are those established by the 
Royal Institute of Chartered Surveyors, 
but where for convenience the author 
has put them into some other form, 
their conversion is very simple. The 
costs set against these units are the 
average of time they take to produce, 
either by hand, or machine, or a com- 
bination of both, in their due propor- 
tions ; time-to-produce offers a stable 
medium on the basis of which an 
equivalent money value can _ be 
obtained, uninfluenced by fluctuations 


already identified 
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of any sort, and so provides a perpetual 
price record, anywhere, when the 
appropriate wage rate is applied to it. 


Material must always be the subject 
of inquiry, its cost being influenced by 
many circumstances including quantity 
required, distance, difficulty of trans- 
port, speed of delivery and so on. The 
prices used by the author for both 
labour and material in the examples he 
gives must be regarded as symbolic; 
the point that matters being, that they 
contain the accurate quantity: of both to 
make up the unit that the example 
undertakes to illustrate. Wastage and 
loss-in-bulk between loose material as 
purchased, and the material as com- 
pleted in the work is most deceiving, 
but the author has taken special care 
in each trade to provide such tables 
that all the voids and consolidations 
are compensated for after mixing or 
rolling, and the wastes caused by the 
conversion of goods from their sale 
form, to the form they eventually take 
in the work. 


The volume is divided in twenty- 
seven sections and reaches nearly five 
hundred pages, each section is given up 
exclusively to an individual subject, 
explaining operations involved and 
analytically building up their cost, with 
such precision that the student is 
always clear as to just what the item 
includes or excludes, the excluded 
items being of a variable nature such as 
distance of transport, or height of 
hoisting, which are separately tabulated 
for adding to the main items in accor- 
dance with the particular circumstance 
of each case. Examples are frequently 
given demonstrating this. The main 
estimating tables are also acted upon 
by tables of a supplementary character 
which adjust through a compensating 
allowance variation in labour cost 
arising from work of a more or less 
onerous nature than the main table, or 
plant outputs working under different 
conditions, thus making available in a 
concise form a great quantity of 
additional information. 

The first section is generally intro- 
ductory, but contains an interesting 
contribution on the ways and means 
best suited to constructional operations 
according to their size and character, 
either by hand or mechanically, and if 
mechanically the type and capacity of 
machine to employ; and where 
throughout the book full details of 
these various items may be found 


Sections two to five take into account 
all those costs and charges inseparable 
from a contract although forming no 
part of the construction finally left on 
the site; such as head office and site 
maintenance, and all that stands for, 
also all items due to appear in any 
properly prepared “Preliminary Bill’ 
of a Bill of Quantities, or other reason- 
able outgoings. As all these liabilities 
which the contractor has incurred must 
find their way into the “amount of 
tender” if he hopes to be reimbursed, 
and as the intent and meaning : of 
differing types of tenders vary, it is of 
the greatest importance before assess- 
ing the individual items to clearly 


understand their full obligations, and 
on all these points, particularly the 
detailed preliminary costs, the book 
supplies much useful help. 

Section six through the medium of 
recorded data, and costs of similar 
work previously carried out has pro- 
vided information on the average 
output of work done in the space of an 
hour by the various classes of trades- 
men, and also the average proportion 
of time usual for labourers to be in 
attendance on them. Under similar 
conditions the hourly output given by 
the various types and sizes of mechani- 
cal plant have also been registered, and 
the average number of men to run 
them allocated to suit the work they 
are doing, to ensure that both plant 
and labour are actively employed and 
in proper complement. This essential 
information will be found in the tables 
throughout the book as applied to 
normal conditions, and leaves to the 
discretion of the estimator any adjust- 
ment in the case of departure 
therefrom 


Computations being for estimating 
purposes (always on average lines) 
naturally take into account lack of 
efficiency in either plant or operator, or 
difficulties arising from site conditions 
or inclement weather. 

Section seven propounds the work- 
ing cost of power-driven mechanical 
plant whose much greater speed and 
lower cost in constructional production 
than other methods has made of it an 
indispensable factor for work of any 
magnitude, and consequently a matter 
of importance to the estimator. 


The cost of sustaining these robots 
is too elusive and fluctuating for in- 
dividual assessment and the problem is 
handled therefore on collective lines ; 
machines are precisely identified and 
records kept of the hours they work, 
the fuel oil and grease they consume, 
and the losses in time and money 
caused by bad weather, accidents, 
repairs and renewals; and from these 
a series of analytical facts provide the 
data by which over a sufficient period 
all their secrets are known, and from 
them can be evolved an hourly working 
cost. A number of relevant tables have 
been given by the author as also a 
typical detailed example in which 
interest on capital outlay and reserve 
fund insurances and licensing costs, 
and operators wages also appear, bring- 
ing the item to conclusion. 


From this point forward all the usual 
trades including “ Pile- Driving,” 

“ Pipelayer, *Platelayer,” “Quarry- 
man” and “Roadmaker,” follow each 
other in alphabetical order in a flood 
of information quite beyond ability to 
convey in a few lines, but so much has 
already been said of the tireless detail 
and outstanding care with which the 
complete work has been presented, that 
further comment could be redundant. 

Weight of material holds a complete 
section, and a series of useful tables 
another, and the book is then com- 
pleted by an index really worthy of the 
occasion

The old works are eee 
certain additions but any attempt at architectural planning of layout was ruled out by the congestion and complexity of the old buildings, 
The new works, however, presented an opportunity not only for architectural treatment of certain individual buildings but for early co-oper- 
ation between plant engineers, structural engineers and the architectural consultants in deciding the layout. 

fire total site is 1650 acres of which the Abbey Works occupy 550 acres. All foundations are piled as the site is sand or made-up ground. 
Broadly speaking, the buildings fall into two categories. The main process buildings, mills, etc., are of steel-framed construction clad with 
corrugated steel sheet. The roof construction and natural lighting of these buildings on the Monitor system is of particular interest. 
The second group comprises offices, amenity blocks, etc., which{are of brick construction. 

Apart from the design of the main mill buildings the architects were consultedzon practically every zsthetic aspect of the scheme from 
colour schemes of buildings and plant to the design of unit heaters. 
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The layout of the new works (above) shows how the various amenity buildings are distributed. Thus the pitside amentities block, the hotmill block 
and the cold mill block are all placed adjacent to their respective parent buildings. In some cases the amenity building is connected to the larger 
building. 


Most of the buildings on the site are now in use but the H-shaped office block and main canteen, near the entrance, are now in course of construction. 
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On the facing page are typical views showing the treatment of the brick buil? 
amenity blocks contrasting with the large plain surfaces of the stee! framed 
mills. The plan at the foot of the page shows the canteen now in course of 
construction close to the main entrance gates.

The decision to sectionalize all works office blocks and combine them with amenity blocks involved the planning of five main blocks, each 
with totally different siting conditions but broadly speaking containing the following standardized accommodation. An office block 
providing accommodation for the manager, engineer's staff, supervisors and clerical staff for the particular section of the mill. A first-aid 
section with dressing station, nurse’s room, welfare officer's room. Staff and supervisors’ dining room to accommodate the office and 
supervisory staff. Operatives’ dining room to accommodate the operatives from the particular section of the mill. Wherever possible 
the two dining rooms are sited with a central service for the distribution of pre-cooked meals and the provision of tea, snacks, etc. A 
locker room providing an individual locker for every man working in the particular section of the mill. Shower baths, wash fountains, 
sanitary accommodation and drying rooms. A standardized time and pay office is also attached to each unit. Office blocks are generally 
planned on two floors with I5gin cavity brickwork outer walls, a central corridor with Yin load carrying walls and offices of a depth of 
1Sft. This arrangement enables pre-stressed precast concrete units to be used and entirely cuts out the necessity for structural steelwork. 
Each office block is provided with a separate entrance and lavatories, and is connected by a corridor to the staff and supervisors’ dining 
room. Operatives’ dining rooms are usually arranged with a central service, which provides ca‘eteria service to both this room and the 
staff dining room. The locker rooms are flanked on both sides by drying room, shower baths, wash fountains and lavatories, and are 
provided with clerestory lighting at high level. Covered car parking arrangements are provided adjacent to each amenity block in order 
to protect vehicles from the acid-laden atmosphere. The car park units consist of brick piers topped by cantilevered precast units carrying 


asbestos troughing fixed with a flat pitch. The piers are built at 18ft centres and the concrete floors are provided with patent blocks for 


cycles. This enables the units to be used for either cars or cycles, each I8ft unit accommodating either two cars or sixteen bicycles. 
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ROOF CONSTRUCTION AND CLERESTORY 


A striking feature in all the mills and shops is the excellent natural lighting. This is achieved 


curved inwards at the top and by horizontal clerestory lighting from both sides of each structural bay 


drawing on the facing page show the construction of the main truss frames spaced at 40ft intervals.

A JOINT WORKING COMMITTEE 
was set up at the request of the Minister 
of Works in October, 1948, to investigate 
the trading results of builders’ merchants. 
The members of this Committee comprised 
two representatives of the Ministry 
Works and two representatives of the 
trade organizations concerned, nominated 
by the Distributors of Builders’ Supplies 
Joint Council. 

Pe first report has recently been made by 

this Committee explaining in detail the 
results of the work which has so far been 
carried out. The Committee has mainly 
confined its activities to the section of 
merchant distribution which deals with 
heavy building materials, such as cement, 
bricks, sand and ballast, tiles, etc. It has 
made an extensive examination of ‘gross 
and net margins and operating costs of 
18 main products in this field, both in 
total and for each of the products 
separately. It has further analysed in de- 
tail the margins and operating costs in 
various quantity ranges, both for sales 
direct from manufacturer to merchants’ 
customers and those from merchants’ 
warehouses. 

The Gross Margins, Operating Costs 
and Net Margins which have been estab- 
lished as obtaining in the middle of 1950 
for heavy merchants are given in the table 
above. 

The full report provides a large 
number of tables of figures dealing with 
individual items combined with. a com- 
prehensive examination of the problems 
involved in the allocation of operating 
costs to different materials and to different 
types of trading. A study of these results 
of careful and exhaustive investigation 
should make an effective contribution to 
greater efficiency in this section of 
industry. 


By arrangement with the trade organiz- 
ations concerned (Building Industry Dis- 
tributors and Distributors of Builders’ 
Supplies Joint Council) the full report is 
being made available to all builders’ 
merchants. 


AN INCREASE of 4s PER TON in 
the maximum prices of Building Plasters, 
is effective from August 7. This increase 
is wholly due to the increased cost of 
paper bags.

THE BRITISH STANDARD for 
Methods for Sampling and Testing of 
Mineral Aggregates, Sands and Fillers 
(B.S.812:1951) is a complete revision of 
the 1943 edition and is intended to bring 
up to date, and to co-ordinate more 
clearly, the test methods for the various 
uses of aggregates, sands and fillers. It 
has been completely re-arranged so as to 
allow all tests of a similar kind to be 
grouped under one heading. 

In the section dealing with particle size 
analysis, methods of sieving are specified 
im greater detail, separate requirements 
being given for coarse, fine and all-in 
aggregates and for fillers. A new section 
is added to give rock and mineral names 
in very great detail.

COPPER AND COPPER ALLOY 
TRAPS AND WASTES (B.S.1184: 1951) 
has been completely revised and re-titled 
to indicate more accurately the scope of 
the contents i.e., traps and wastes manu- 
factured from brass castings or hot press- 
ings; or solid drawn brass or copper tube. 

The traps and wastes described here 
are essentially suitable for cast iron baths 
to B.S.1189 pressed steel baths to 
B.S.1390, lavatory basins to B.S.1188, 
sinks to B.S.1206 (fireclay) and B.S.1244 
(metal), sanitary appliances to B.S./ 
MOE /1-7 (schools) and fireclay washtubs 
and tub and sink sets to B.S.1229. Those 
with a l4in seal are intended for use with 
the two pipe system of drainage and those 
with a 3in seal for the one pipe system. 

A 2in size has been added to the range 
of cast or hotpressed traps and sink 
wastes, together with an additional range 
of three sizes of l}in, l4in and 2in 
nominal diameter solid drawn copper traps 
with either 1}in or 3in seals. Two types 
of such trap are covered, those manufac- 
tured in one piece and those constructed 
in two portions with a union joint connect- 
ing them. 

Provision has also been made to cover 
the requirements of the user who desires 
the outlet of the trap to be at an angle 
other than 5 deg. 


THE COAL UTILIZATION JOINT 
COUNCIL have published a new book 
under the title “Architectural Design 
Data for Solid Fuel.” It has been written 
for the Council by John Pinckheard, 
A.R.LB.A. with the two-fold object of 
providing architects with information on 
the storage of solid fuel in larger build- 
ings and encouraging the incorporation of 
suitable facilities for delivery, storage and 
handling when new buildings are de- 
singed. 

Asserting that the economy of heating 
by solid fuel in relation to other fuels 
made it an obvious choice for central 
heating installations, the author states 
that, unfortunately, the reliance in the 
past on manpower for delivery and hand- 
ling, the lack of adequate facilities for 
both fuel storage and ash removal, had 
helped to produce an erroneous impres- 
sion that dirt and nuisance were insepar- 
able from the use of solid fuel. With the 
co-operation of architect, heating engineer 
and fuel supplier in the early stages of a 
project there was no technical reason why 
solid fuel could not be stored and handled 
in buildings cleanly and unobtrusively 
and, in many cases, mechanically. 

Mr. Pinckheard points out that the 
book is not intended to provide the archi- 
tect with a substitute for the specialist 
services of the consultant heating engineer. 
Knowledge by the architect of the plan 
requirements of boiler rooms and fuel 
stores, which would enable him to con- 
sider them while the design was still at 
the sketch plan stage, could only make 
the heating engineer’s task simpler; it 
could not supplant him 

Part of the object of the book is to draw 
attention to labour-saving fue] delivery 
methods. Notes have also been included on 
ash removal. The information given, 
while referring explicitly to certain types 
of buildings such as schools, hospitals, 
small factories, hotels and flats, is also 
valid for virtually all buildings with the 
exception of small houses. The book is 
profusely illustrated with graphs, dia- 
grams, charts and photographs 

Two most valuable appendices give 
notes on the construction of retaining 
walls for open air storage bays and on 
the approximate estimation of fuel con- 
sumption.

THE COUNCIL FOR CODES OF 
PRACTICE for Buildings has now issued 
for comment Code 112.100, “ Preserva- 
tive Treatments for Timber in Buildings ” 
prepared for the Council by a Committee 
convened by the Institution of Structural 
Engineers. 

This Code deals with the preservation 
of timber by means of wood preservatives 
against fungal and insect attack and sets 
out recommendations for the structural 
use of preserved timbers in buildings. It 
does not deal with the protection of tim- 
ber against fire or mechanical damage, 
nor with the methods of minimizing the 
decay hazard of untreated timber by 
means of seasoning, ventilation and paint- 
ing.

M* attention has recently been drawn 
to three matters relating to roof tiling. 
The first was a piece of extremely careless 
fixing of roofing felt which had passed 
unnoticed by the clerk of the works but 
which was, fortunately, seen in time by 
the builder’s foreman. It would have 
completely off-set one of the purposes of 
having the felt, namely to drain to the 
eaves any moisture which trated the 
tiling. The error was due to a tiler 
having, for some unknown reason, started 
fixing the felt at the ridge and lapping 
the lower rolls over the upper rolls in- 
stead of having them underneath so that 
water running down from the upper layer 
would run on to the top of the lower layer. 
If the felt is wrongly laid and when some 
moisture penetrates the covering, as no 
doubt it will from time to time, it would 
drip into the roof space at each lap of 
the felt. When felt is used without board- 
ing, which can seldom be spared for the 
purpose in these days, it should be a 
reinforced bitumen felt complying with 
Type 1.E of B.S.747. This material will 
sag slightly between the rafters but if this 
sag is not too great it has. the advantage 
that it helps the moisture to run down the 
roof. I have seen wire netting used under 
the felt to support it, but on the whole I 
am not at all sure that it is really neces- 
sary when good quality felts are used. I 
have seen many examples which have 
been very satisfactory without any such 
support. When netting is used it should 
be normal galvanized wire netting of 14 
or l4in mesh and 18 s.w.g. wire. By the 
way, vertical laps of felt should be made 
over rafters and the unsupported ends 
should be cut off so that they do not hang 
below the underside of the rafters. 

The second matter is related to the 
minimum pitch of roofs to receive various 
types of tiles. It is often forgotten that 
the pitch of the roof at the valley rafters, 
and near the eaves when tilting fillets and 
sprocket pieces are used, is a less pitch than 
that of the general roof surface. When, 
therefore, it is desired to work to the 
absolute minimum pitch recommended for 
the different types and sizes of tiles, these 
minima should be applied at the worst 
parts of the roof and not to the angle of 
the general pitch, otherwise there is a risk 
of trouble. Near the eaves is always 
likely to be the position most subject to 
suffer from damp penetration as the 
amount of water on the roof becomes 
greatest as the eaves are approached. Not 
only, however, is the risk of penetration 
greater but the roof covering materials 
tend to become more saturated and ‘con- 
sequently more liable to ultimate failure 
as efficient coverings. In my experience 
insufficient attention is paid to pitch in 
relation to exposure conditions; if ex- 
posure is likely to be severe I think 
steeper pitches, even if they present a 
greater wind surface, are essential to pre- 
vent the water being blown under the 
tiles; also more frequent fixings of the 
tiles are most important when I think 
nailing at every third course becomes de- 
sirable instead of at the normal fourth or 
even fifth course. I think that some roof 
tile manufacturers tend to be a little 
optimistic in regard to the minimum pitch

at which their tiles should be laid as every 
little saved on rafter lengths is a good 
selling point. 

The third matter concerns the fixing 
of ridge tiles to avoid them coming off and 
to avoid water penetration. I have seen 
many failures due, nearly always, to an 
incorrect method of fixing. These ridge 
tiles, and for that matter the same tiles 
when used to cover hips, should not be 
just coated on their edges with a little 
mortar, laid on the roof and pointed up; 
by such methods they are liable to fail to 
withstand the wind, shrinkage of roof 
timbers and similar movements. The 
ridge tiles should be laid on proper beds 
of mortar which take up the unevennesses 
of the surfaces on which they are laid and 
any excess of mortar which squeezes out 
as they are bedded is struck off. Similarly 
the junctions between the ends of adjoin- 
ing tiles should be built up in mortar so 
that the space under the joint is solid and 
any excess of mortar is pushed to each 
side under the ridge tiles except that 
which comes through the joint which 
is carefully cleaned off flush with the 
upper surface of the tilés. The ends of 
complete ridges also need careful treat- 
ment. I like to see pieces of tile bedded

horizontally, cut to the necessary width 
for each layer, bedded in the 

rather than just to 

mortar alone or the 


tion greater than 10.5 per cent, when 
tested in accordance with B.S.402. Al- 
though, on the whole, concrete tiles may 
not look so good as clay ones, I am in- 
clining towards them as I believe they 
provide a drier roof since they are 
normally less permeable. When I use 
them, however, I like to make sure that 
they really comply with B.S.473 as I be- 
lieve that this gives the absolute minimum 
requirements to ensure a satisfactory life 
and I have a fancy that there are a num- 
ber of concrete tiles on the market which 
do not come up to this quality.

SOFTWOOD SUPPLIES 


(From a Correspondent) 


This year timber imports in Britain 
should reach their pre-war level. But even 
if some of the contracts already made are 
not fulfilled the final figure should make 
1951 the best post-war softwood year. 

The buying story can be told quite 
simply. Timber Control started the year 
with nearly 700,000 standards bought, but 
still to be shipped, with over 500,000 
standards coming from North America, 
mainly Canada. Since then the Control 
has bought more than 400,000 standards 
from North America (most of it to arrive 
in Britain between December and next 
June), 60,000 standards from Yugoslavia 
and 128,000 standards from Russia, as well 
as several smaller quantities. The private 
softwood importers, given freedom this 
year to buy in Sweden, Finland, France, 
Austria and Brazil, have now bought over 
800,000 standards. 

This encouraging softwood supply pic- 
ture is confirmed by official import figures 
for the first half of the year, which show 
sawn softwood imports of 504,000 stan- 
dards in what is traditionally the quiet 
part of the year. The importing season 
is now reaching its peak, and will remain 
at this high rate until December. 

There are, however, difficulties of 
shipping. Port facilities are not good 
enough to meet the probable import. But 
even allowing for some contracts remain- 
ing unfulfilled, there is wvery reason to 
expect 1,800,000 standards will reach 
Britain this year. 

Consumption is being permitted at a 
monthly rate approaching 90,000 stan- 
dards. Stocks were low at the beginning 
of the year, and the first Government con- 
cern is to see a reasonable stock of soft- 
wood held in the country and a strategic 


reserve held on behalf of the nation. This 
stockpile is being built up from Timber 
Control purchases, and will consist mainly 
of Canadian softwood. 

The prospect for building timbers in 
the immediate future is . There 
should be ample supplies of Swedish and 
Finnish redwood and whitewood; 
stocks of Russian timbers, including Kara 
Sea wood; heavy stocks of Douglas fir and 
hemlock; and regional differences in these 
stocks should largely have vanished by 
the end of the year. 

Builders will notice certain tendencies 
in these stocks. There is a growing pro- 
portion of whitewood to be offered, and 
no doubt the much larger quantities of 
whitewood being placed on the market 
by the producers will force many builders 
to change the pre-war preference for red- 
wood. Spruce from Canada will be com- 
paratively short, for contracts this year 
amount to no more than 38,000 standards, 
and this timber will have to be replaced 
largely by timber from Sweden and Fin- 
land, plus the new contract with Yugo- 
slavia. Another marked feature of the 
trade is the increasing proportion of 
smaller sizes. Even the shipments from 
British Columbia, the home of the big 
lumber, contain much too great a pro- 
portion of 2in thicknesses. To the 
Canadian market the builder looks for 
thicknesses over 3in, but this tendency 
towards thinner pieces will no doubt be 
changed within a season or two, for the 
Canadians cannot compete on price with 
the Baltic 2in and lower timbers, not to 
mention that many builders prefer the 
Baltic wood in any case, especially on the 
East and South coastal areas. Good-class

joinery timber remains hard to get, but 
even before the war it was rare to see 
large stocks of such wood. 

Timber merchants have noticed in re- 
cent weeks a much freer issue of licences 
for softwood consumption, and the rising 
stocks will no doubt encourage the 
authorities to be more lenient in their 
allocations of softwood. Hardwoods now 
used in substitution for softwood in many 
building jobs will soon vanish into the 
background, for the growing volume of 
softwood coincides with a smaller im- 
port of hardwood. Thus softwood floors 
should soon become the general rule on 
housing contracts and softwood should re- 
turn shortly for housing fitments. It is 


expected that an increase in the alloca- 
uon of 1.6 standards of softwood per 
thousand feet super will be one of the 
first increases in softwood consumption 
allowed by the Ministry of Health 

The timber trade is embarking upon a 
campaign to secure the abolition of soft- 
wood licensing. This result may be far 
enough away, but builders and architects 
can confidently expect much less strin 
gent treatment at the hands of the 
licensing officers on the question of soft 
wood. 

Long lengths sought by builders 
frequently difficult to obtain to-day, 
there is no reason to hope that this diffi- 
culty will be entirely removed as 
improve.
